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ARTIST STATEMENT 



My work as an artist represents a focus on my spirituality. This enables me to view the essence 
of nature which I embody in my work as abstract art pieces. The art seen in these slides is a result of 
my intuitive approach to my work. 

I have used specific historical, cultural symbols and integrated color and texture with form. 
However, this work is certainly influenced not only by my interests in African and North American Indian 
arts, but by the need to create pieces that originate from reading the Bible and philosophies and 
techniques from artists such as Mark Tobey, Helen Frankenthaler, Georgia O'Keeffe, Jane Sauer, 
Dominic DaMare and Louise Nevelson. 

The evolution of my use of elements, such as oil painting, to using 100% cotton and jute fibers, 
bones, driftwood and found objects lead to pieces that evoke feeling for me. I externalize a vision 
through the control of the medium and allowing for "accidents" in forming and casting, 2-D and 3-D 


works.
